T he 50th anniversary of

“But this year, he finally relented 
— but with one stipulation,” says 
the insider.

who notes the actor had a hard 
time remembering his lines. 

“Producers decided they had to 
let him go,” says the insider. “It was 
tough for execs to break the news 
to him. 

“And it was a very sad day when 
he taped his gruesome death scene, 
which is yet to air.” 

But in true soap tradition, 
producers changed their minds two 
weeks later. The insider says, “The 
Stefano character is coming back 
from the dead — as a ghost!”

“It was difficult, especially at 
a young age, being a new wife 
and automatically being a new 
mother and being in rock and 
roll,” she confesses. 

“I wanted to be a mom and 
yet, I traveled a lot and Elvis 
wanted me to be with him. 
It was a tug of war trying to 
make it all work.”

Priscilla also notes Presley 
fans detested her, saying, “I 
was hated for marrying him, 
hated for getting a divorce.” 

But what fans didn’t know 
was that she was “trying 
desperately to be a good 
wife ... a good mother ... a 
good companion. It was a 
hard road.” 

Still, Priscilla calls Elvis, 
who died at age 42, the “love 
of her life” and says they re- 
mained close after their 1973 
divorce. 

Tragically, she spoke with 
him on the phone just days be- 
fore his shocking 1977 death 
— triggered by drug abuse 
and poor health. 

She says HE was excited 
about an upcoming tour while 
SHE expressed concerns 
about his health. 

“But Elvis felt he was OK,” 
she says. “He wasn’t someone 
who you could just say, ‘You 
need to really take care of 
yourself ...’ 

“It was hard for anyone to do 
anything because, ultimately, 
it was his decision and he felt 
he was fine.” 

Her fond memories include 
their first night as man and 
wife after marrying in a posh 
private suite at Las Vegas’ 
Aladdin Hotel. 

After the ceremony, Elvis, 



32, and his 21-year-old bride 
jetted to his Palm Springs 
house onboard Frank Sina- 
tra’s Learjet. 

“Elvis carried me across the 
threshold of our house sing- 
ing ‘The Hawaiian Wedding 
Song,”’ she says. 

“He stopped and gave me 
a long, loving kiss, then pro- 
ceeded to carry me up the 
stairs to our bedroom. Elvis 
carefully placed me in the 
middle of our king-size bed.” 

They had been together for 
seven years, and had “slept to- 
gether — but had never been 
intimate,” she wrote in her 
1985 book, “Elvis and Me.” 

“I remember how nervous 
we both were. Gently, his 
lips touched mine. Then he 
looked deeply into my eyes. 
‘My wife,’ he said softly, as he 
drew me close. ‘I love you’” 


and she "went from child to 
woman." 

But now cosmetic surgery 
disasters have destroyed 
the looks of the stunning 
beauty. 

She took injections of a 
“miracle anti^wrinkle se- 
rum” that turned out to be a 
car parts lubricant banned 
by the Food & Drug Admin- 
istration.

The album, reintroduces 14 
tracks that Elvis recorded be- 
tween 1956 and 1973, includ- 
ing Love Me Tender, with a 
new orchestral accompani- 
ment. 

“She’s cementing Elvis’s 
legacy,” says the friend. “And, 
sadly, you just have to wonder 
if this is her goodbye.”

Royal observers note 
even Harry’s career choice 
is remarkably similar to 
Hewitt’s. While Prince 
Charles was an officer in 
the Royal Navy, and Prince 
William trained with the 
Royal Air Force search and 
rescue team, Harry opted for 


the British army — following 
in the footsteps of Hewitt, who 
was a tank commander in the 
first Gulf War. 

For a long time, military 
man Hewitt acknowledged 
he had a five-year affair with 
Diana — but it was believed 
they didn’t become intimate 
until 1986. Harry was born in 
1984. 

Then 10 years ago, Hewitt

S COTLAND'S notorious 
Loch Ness monster is a 
shocking hoax dreamed 
up by boozing buddies 
in a London pub! 

That's the eye-opening 
revelation of British professor 
Gareth Williams, who insists 
a public relations man and 
his pals conjured up the 
swimming serpent to increase 
tourism during the Great 
Depression, 

Hired by lake-front Scottish 
hotels to fill their empty 
rooms, publicist D-G, Gerahty 
created the landlocked 
monster Nessie» based on 
Native American legends 
of Ogopogo, a 50-foot long 
creature said to swim in 




British Columbia's Okanagan 
Lake, Gareth says in his book, 
“A Monstrous Commotion; 
The Mysteries of 
Loch Ness.'* 

And Gareth, 
a University 
of Bristol 
emeritus 
medical 
professor, 
insists 
one of the 
conspirators 
confessed the 
scam in the semi- 
autobiographical 
novel “Manse." 

“Over several pints of beer 
we became midwives of the 
reborn Loch Ness monster. 


hunted for Nessle 
In 2001, to no avail 


All we had to do was arrange 
for the monster to be sighted. 
This we did, and the story 
snowballed," says the 
novers narrator, 
who details a 
booze-fueled 
evening in 
Trafalgar 
Square, 
^Thousands 
went north to 
see it. It was, 
^ of course* pure 
hokum. It was 
invented for a fee 
of 150 pounds by 
an ingenious publicity man 
employed by hotel keepers." 

To this day, the publicity 
wizard's creation has spun off 


a monster-hunting industry 
that's generated more than 
$65 million since the first 
“sighting" in 1932. 

Part of the bogus legend 
even includes made-up tales 
of sightings hundreds of 
years ago. 

But it's all bull, says Gareth, 
even though more than 1,000 
sightings have been recorded 
since the 1930s. 

The most famous was a 
photograph taken in 1934 
by Colonel Robert Kenneth 
Wilson, The image was 
later exposed as a fraud. 
On his deathbed, one of the 
participants in the hoax, 
Chris Spurling, revealed the 
shots were staged.

Holmes is now hiding like 
a rabbit in an isolation unit 
at the maximum-security 
Colorado State Penitentiary 
after what prison officials say 
was a sneak attack by inmate 
Mark “Slim” Daniels.

serving 12 life terms plus 
3,318 years, was being moved 
between cells with a guard as 
an escort. 

“When Holmes arrived at 
the penitentiary, he thought 
he was the new king.

“Now, Holmes is a quivering 
wreck and has to be coaxed 
out of the special prison pod 
where he’s kept alone for his 
own safety,” a law enforcement 
source tells GLOBE. “All those 
female fans — and the pictures 


he posted of them — are no 
protection and only make 
other inmates jealous.” 

There’s also the fact that 
Holmes doesn’t seem to 
understand the severity of his 
own crimes. 

With a staggering lack 
of self-awareness. Holmes 
whined in a letter to one “fan” 
that “there’s guys doing hard 
time and who don’t care about 
the consequences of being 
violent.” 

Prison officials tried to keep 
the attack on the mass shooter 
under wraps. But Daniels wrote 
to the “Denver Post,” boasting 




about the assault. 

"He wanted to 
get this out,” says 
the 27-year-old 
con’s father, Tim 
Daniels. 

Prison officials don't plan 
to take any extra measures 
to protect Holmes, so his 
days may be numbered, 
insiders say. 

“I’ll be surprised if he 
doesn’t get knocked off in 
the next couple of years. 

... I suspect he’ll end up dead 
just like cannibal killer Jeffrey 
Dahmer,” says a source.

T he eldest daughter 
of America's most 
beloved deejay, the 
late Casey Kasem, is 
determined to exhume 
his body from an unmarked 
grave in Norway and return 
his remains to U.S. soil. 

“I still plan to bury my 
father in Los Angeles and I'm 
do g eve ything in my power 
to make sure that happens,” 
Kerri Kasem tells GLOBE. “I 
have not given up the fight!” 

Kerri and her siblings are 
bolstered by a recent win 
against their dad’s vindictive 
widow, Jean Kasem, that will 
let them collect a $2 million 
life insurance payout. 

Kerri, 43, says, “It’s crazy 
that we had to fight for 
something that my dad wanted 
to give us 30 years ago.” 

A bitter family feud has 
raged ever since Jean was 
accused of practically 
kidnapping the former voice 
of Top 40 radio from his Santa 
Monica hospital bed in May 
2014, only for him to die on

June 15, 2014, at age 82. 

Not only had his possessive 
second wife — who retained 
legal rights over his remains 
— barred Kerri and her 
brother and sister from visiting 
their father’s deathbed, she 


had him buried in 
a remote cemetery 
in Oslo, Norway. 
And only after 
his corpse lay 
decomposing for 
months at a funeral 
home! 

“It’s so sad — my 
father is sitting 
in an unmarked 
grave, thousands of miles from 
where he wanted to be buried 
[in California],” says Kerri. 
“There is still no headstone and 
I’m told that if anyone leaves 
flowers or anything, they are 
immediately removed.” 


Kerri, adamant she’ll bring 
Casey’s body home, continues, 
“If I have to go there myself to 
get him, I will.” 

While Kerri, who charged 
Jean with “elder abuse” in her 
dad’s death, has no legal right 
to exhume his body, she hopes 
that may change now that she 
has the dollars to fight for it. 

“We have a hearing which 
should result in Kerri being 
appointed the administrator 
of Casey’s estate,” says her 
attorney Troy Martin. 

Kerri remains optimistic, 
saying, “This case is not 
closed — not by a long shot.”

On the night of 
the tragedy, Wagner exploded 
in a jealous rage and fought 
with Natalie in a booze-fueled 
brawl, according to Splendour 
Capt. Dennis Davern.

Davern, who passed a police 
polygraph test, implicated 
Wagner in Natalie’s death and 
accused him of delaying the 
search for her.

A ging singer Johnny 
Mathis put on a brave 
face after a fire gutted 
his Hollywood Hills 
home, but friends fear the 
devastating heartbreak could 
put him in the grave. 

The 80-year-old “Chances 
Are” and “Misty” singer said 
he was “lucky” to be out 
when the blaze destroyed the 
mansion, where he’s lived for 
56 years. 

“I could have been here,” 
he said, while surveying the 
sad remains of his mansion. 
“I could have been in bed.” 

Still, few of the art and 
showbiz treasures he’s 
collected over his 60-year 
career, featuring 350 million 
sold albums, could be saved. 
“The Lifetime Achievement 


Award he was given by the 
Academy of Recording Arts 
several years ago is believed 
to be one of the many things 
that went up in smoke,” says 
a source. 

An insider adds: “Chances 
are he’ll never recover from 
this tragedy. Johnny’s single 
and has lived alone since the 
‘60s. 

“Now it’s all gone and even 
his huge wealth can’t replace 
it. This is an emotional killer 
for a man his age.” 

Despite his many love 
songs and countless female 
fans, Mathis has made no 
secret of the fact he’s gay and 
admits he’s lived a lonely life. 

“I’ve had relationships, 
but none that has stayed the 
distance,” he says. 


He also admitted getting 
hooked on drugs when his 
overworked voice gave out. 

“The guy who owned the 
Copacabana in New York 
sent me to a doctor who gave 
me vitamin shots laced with 
amphetamines,” he recalls. 
“I ended up with a drug 
addiction.” 

Now, the lonely star is 
homeless.
